QUESTIONNAIRES SENT OUT 


TO DETERMINE FEELINGS 


OF CONTRIBUTORS 


WASHINGTON, Nov.

John J. Raskob, chairman of the 
Democratic 
national 
committee, 
has come to the front again bring- 
ing the prohibition issue with him. 


Reaffirming his conviction that 


the next national convention of the 
party should declare frankly for 
submitting the prohibition issue to 
the people, Raskob has sent the 
88,580 contributors 
to 
the 1928 


Democratic campaign fund a ques- 
tionnaire asking what they tnink 
about it. 


Yes or no answers were asked 
to seven propositioss, while in an 
accompanying letter Raskob em- 
ployed his most persuasive argu- 
ment lor positive declaration. 


The move was a follow-up to 


his presentation of the home rule 
plan for liquor control last March 
to the national committee. 
He 


evoked then a bitter outburst, par- 
ticularly from Southern 
leaders, 


many of whom felt deliberate in- 
jection of the prohibition issue was 
a fine way to wreck the party's 
1932 
prospects. 


His seven questions sought 
to 


establish whether contributors fav- 
ored a definite platform declara- 
tion on prohibition; whether they 
wished the platform to commit 
the congressional Democrats to a 
resolution which would get the 
Eighetenth amendment again 
be- 


fore the people; whether they fav- 
ored the home rule plan or straight 
out repeal and whether they de- 
sired that all future amendments 
to the constitution be submitted 
to popular conventions rather than 
the state legislatures. 


The announcement of the" ques- 


tionnaire by party 
headquarters 


described this latest move oue "to 
ascertain just how the rank and 
file of the Democratic party feels" 
about a platform declaration. 


He asserted the country was fill- 


ed with independent voters readv 
to flock to the Democratic banner 
if the party declared itself and he 
counted also on the support of 
millions of first voters who "will 
not tolerate evasion."

ARKANSAS DIVORCE 
LAW IS DEFINITELY 
DECIAREDJN EFFECT 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 23 — 


(.'P)—The Arkansas 90-day divorce 
law was definitely declared in ef- 
fect by a decision of the state 
supreme court today. 


By a five to two vote, the court, 


upheld Secretary of State Ed F. 
McDonald in refusing to accept 
petitions from the Home Protec- 
tive Association for a referendum 
in the next general election in an 
effort to repeal the law. 


If a referendum had been or- 


dered, the law, passed by the state 
legislature early this year, would 
have been held in abeyance until 
voted upon. 


Several divorce cases under the 


new 90-day residence requirements 
already are pending, most of them 
at Hot Springs. No decrees have 
been granted because of the un- 
certainty resulting from the legal 
fight on the law. 


The now law requires 90 days' 


residence within the state before 
a decree can be obtained, although 
proceedings may be instituted af- 
etr 60 days' residence. 


Petitions must prove the cause 


of divorce occurred or existed in 
this state, or if out of the state-, 
that it was a legal- cause 
ofdi- 
vorce in this state. 


Secretary of State McDonald re- 


fused 
to accept the referendum 


petitions, 
bearing 
some 
12,000 


names, on the ground they were 
Insufficient in number. The homa 
protective association, headed by

The Importance of the 
demo- 


cratic program lies particularly in 
the prospect that the party will 
control the house. There all reve- 
nue legislation must originate and 
it will be draf— by the ruling 
majority. 
The republicans also are in gen- 


oral agreement that a. tax increase 
must be made but a good many 
still are opposed to bearing down 
on hie incomes. Chairman Smoot 
of the senate finance committee, 
for instance, has proposed increas- 
ing income taxes all along the 
line and imposing a selective sales 
tax on luxuries. 
The amount to be raised by 


aded taxes still is to be deter- 
mined. 
The treasury's deficit for the 


year already is over $700,000,000 
and it will grow, but some of 
th. .'iortage may be taken care 
of by further borrowing. 
The democratic program is to 


t extend as much as possible to all 
j the big issues that will confront 
the congress. Its drafting began 
in discreet privacy with a meet- 
ing at the home of Senator Walsh 
of Montana. Finally, decision of 
the major policies will await the 
return to Washington of the sen- 
ate leader of the party, Robinson 
of Arkansas, but in the meantime 
considerable unanimity on some 
questions was reported.
